We  are  under  many  obligations  to  the 
friends,  among  tliem  many  Brazilians  of 
good  standing,  who  have  taken  the  trouble 
during  llie  past  few  days  to  express  tlieir 
entire  agreement  with  the  position  we  have 
taken,  particularly  in  the  controversy  which 
had  been  forced  upon  us  by  owi  of  the 
organs  of  the  government.  \Vliile  we  can 
not  hesitate  to  meet  the  false  accusations  of 
such  a  sheet,  for  we  are  wliolly  within  our 
rights  in  doing  so,  we  deem  it  advisable  to 
refrain  from  pusliing  the  discussion  into 
matters  which  it  is  inopportune  for  us  to 
discuss  at  such  a  time.  \Vc  appreciate  the 
confidence  and  support  of  tiiese  friends, 
but  they  will  excuse  us,  we  are  sure,  if  we 
do  not  publish  communications  which  wilt 
serve  only  to  embitter  the  controvers}'. 


The /ii/s  oflhe  7th,   in   making   a   brief 
and  unfair  quotation  from  our  last  issu 
regard  to  the  possibility  of  anarchy  in  this 
city    evidently  with  the  object  of  exciting  a 
feeling  of  hostility  against  this  paper,  asks  us 
what   the  governments   of  foreign   nations 
would  do  to  the  strangers  who  dared  to  write 
such  comments.     That  depends,  neighbor, 
on    the  possible     existence  of  newspapers 
mean  and  ignorant  enough  to  do  wliat  you 
are  trying  to  do.     An  honest,  impartial  opin- 
ion   is  generally  respected   in  all  civilized 
countries,  but  it  sometimes   occurs  that  a 
chauvinist  rises  up  and,   by  garbling  extracts 
and  distorting  statements,    induces  the  pop- 
ulace   or  the  authorities,  to  drive  the  incon- 
venient stranger  away.     If  that  is  your  pur- 
pose in  regard  to  ourselves,  you  are  at  liberty 
to  begin  proceedings  as  soon  as  your  ideas  of 
propriety  will  permit.     Your  comments  on 
the  action  of  certain  foreign  legations,   and 
vour  denial  of  the  contingencies  provided  for 
by  them,  fully  warranted  the  criucism  pub- 
lished in   tiiese  columns.     Our   statements 
were  true  in  every  particuhr,  and  you  know 
it      If  you  desire  a  stronger  statement  than 
we  felt  at  liberty  to  make,  then  permit  us  to 
refer  you  to  a  speech  a  few  years  ago  by  the 
lateViscondede  Pelotas,  one  of  your  most 
disdnguished  military  ofiicers,   in  which  he 
protested     before    the    Senate  against   the 
methods  commonly  employed  to  fill  the  ranks 
of  the  army.     He  charged  that  the  recruits 
came  largely  from  criminals   because  it  was 
a'  common  practice   to  allow  a  sentenced 
criminal  to  enlist  instead  of  serving   out  his 
sentence.     He   desired,  what  all  great  mili- 
tary leaders  have  always  favored,  that  the  ar- 
my should  be  composed  of  the  best  material 
the  country  Eiffords.     Can    the   /te_  affirm 
that  Ibis  has  been  the  case  thus  far  m  Bra- 
zil ?     We  have  spoken  frankly  on  this  point 
because  it  involves  a  question  of  serious  im- 
portance to  the  foreigners  residing  in  this 
capital      We  are  not  partizans,   nor  are  we 
inimical  to  the  country  and  its  institutions. 
It   is   our  first  and  constant  wisii  that  this 
country  may  enjoy   the   fullest   measure  of 
peace  and  prosperity,   and   that  there  may 
always  subsist  the   most  perfect  confidence 
between  the  citizens  of  the  country  and  our- 
selves     But  this  does  not  imply  that  we  are 
to  live  here  like  those  who  hear  not  and  see 
not,   nor  does  it  imply  that  we  can  not  pro- 
test against  that  which  injures  us,  or  protect 
ourselves  against  that  which  threatens  our 

lives.  ^__„ 

THE  NAVAL  REVOLT. 

Our  last  report  closed  on  the  3rd,  to 
which  a  postscript  was  added  on  the  raorn- 
ine  of  the  5th  relative  to  an  engagement  on 
the  Saiide  water  front,  during  which  a  con- 
siderable number  ofsiioislel!  in  the  cuy. 
One  of  these,  a  Whitworth  4-inch  shell, 
caused  much  damage  to  the  building  occu- 
pied by  our  press. 


The  4  th  passed  quietly  ami  without  any 
incident  of  importance  both  in  the  city  and 
on  the  bay.  with  one  exception.  The  news 
that  an  accord  h;\d  been  arranged,  through 
the  mediation  of  the  foreign  powers  possess- 
ing a  naval  force  in  the  liarbor,  and  to  tiie 
elfect  that  the  city  would  not  be  bombarded 
nor  provocation  given  therefor,  luui  caused 
a  return  of  confidence  and  a  very  general 
feeling  of  security.  The  banks  and  business- 
houses  were  again  open,  CLMfee  sliipments 
were  made,  activity  prevailed  in  the  custom- 
iiouse,  and  the  streets  were  again  full  of  peo- 
ple. No  matter  wliat  steps  were  taken  to 
overcome  the  revolt,  it  was  universally  be- 
lieved that  the  city  would  be  protected  from 
harm. 

During  iheday,  however,  it  was  observed 
from  the  tbreign  squadron  that  a  new  bat- 
tery was  being  planted  on  the  hill  back  of 
tlie  S.  Bcnto  monastery,  in  a  place  over- 
looking the  trjpiiht-s  and  Saiide anchorages. 
So  incredible  did  it  apjiear  that  the  govern- 
ment would  thus  break  its  agreement  not  to 
provoke  the  insurgents  into  a  bombardment 
of  the  city,  tliat  three  independent  investiga- 
tions were  made,  and  with  the  result  that  an 
American,  an  English  anil  a  French  oiTicer 
reported  tlie  new  battery  to  be  a  (act.  A  con- 
ference followed,  which  resulted  in  die  opin- 
ion that  this  open  inlractton  of  the  accord 
rendered  it  impossible  for  tlie  foreign  lleet 
to  interfere  with  the  insurgents,  should  lliey 
attack  the  city.  In  addition  to  this,  a  pro- 
test from  a  prominent  KngHsh  commercial 
house  was  sent  to  the  British  legation  in  re- 
gard to  this  same  battery,  by  which  the  for- 
eign ministers  were  apprised  of  the  infrfic- 
tion  of  the  accord  so  recently  agreed  upon, 
.-V  knowledge  of  these  flicts  is  necessary,  in- 
asmuch as  the  ofiicial  organs  of  the  govern- 
ment have  sought  to  throw  blame  upon  the  I 
foreign  fleet  for  not  interfering  in  the  attack 
made  the  next  morning.  It  has  been  over- 
looked that  the  government  was  equally 
bound  with  all  others  to  observe  the  terms 
of  the  accord,  and  that  its  failure  to  carry 
out  its  agreement  vitiated  the  accord  and 
rendered  it  impossible  lor  the  foreign  naval 
vessels  to  act.  It  must  be  remembered  that 
it  is  the  business  of  naval  officers  to  study  the 
usages  and  rules  which  govern  international 
intercourse  in  war  as  well  as  in  peace,  and 
their  action  in  a  case  like  this  would  in  all 
probability  be  based  on  well  established  pre- 
cedents. In  all  probability,  also,  the  com- 
mander of  the  insurgent  Heet  was  not  slow 
to  discover  the  mistake  of  Vice  President 
Floriano,  and  saw  the  advantage  it  gave 
him. 

In  pursuance  of  what  appears  to  be  a  mis- 
conception o\\   the  part  of  tlie  signers,  or  it 


leagues;  they  acted  separately  simply  because 
their  decisions  required  a  naval  force  to  back 
them  up,   and  this  was  the  only  reason  why 
others  not  having  naval  vessels  in  jiort  were 
not  invited  to  take  part  in  tlie  conferences. 
On  ihe  morning  of  the  5th,  .soon  alter  7 
o'clock,  a  [lari  of  the  insurgent  lleet  drew  up 
in  front  of  the  Saiide  trapiclies  and  sent  two        Tlie    uncertainti 
lauuches  to  the  1),  Bedroll   docks  after  the    railway  to  Betropolis, 
coasting  steamer  B<!i\h)  dc  S.  Dh\i::\>   which    used  t)y  the   busiu' 
was  discharging  there.     The  launches   sue-     and  unusually   lieay 
ceedcd  in  removing  the  steamer  from  the  pier,    in   Nictlieroy,    rem' 
but  owing  to   the  breaking  of  a  cable  were 
unable  to  secure  the  pri/.e.  Fire'was  prompt- 
ly openeil  on   the  huniches   not  oidy  with 
small  arms,  but  wiih   cannon    liy   the   new 
batterv  and  the  S.  Bento  battery.     The    lar- 
ger vessels  supporting  tlie  raid,  including  the 
Trajaiw  and  Jiipiffi;  then  opened  tire  on  the 
batteries,    about   S  o'clock,  and   for  a    lew 
minutes  a  perfect  storm    k^\    f^hot    and    shell 
swept  over  the  Saiide  and  tiie  city  beyond. 
It  was  the  hottest  engagement  which  has  thus 
lar  been  experienced.     And  the  most  singu- 
lar feature  of  the  whole  affair   is  that  not   a 
soldier    has  been  reported  hurt  !     The  fire 
directed  at  the  two  batteries  on  the  hill  led 
to  some  slight  damage  in  the  city,  as  nearly 
all  the  firing  on  both  sides  is  higli.     Perhaps 
a  majority  of  the  discharges,   both  of  cannon 
and  small  arms,  is  made  without  an  eiforl  to 
take  careful  aim.      The  soldier  who  blew  his 
own  iiat  off,  is  not  an  isolati^d   case;  a  very 
large  percentage  of  the  shots  llred  are  wasted 
far  above  the  enemy .    It  is  nf  course  charged 
that  the  insurgents  tired  maliciously  into  the 
citv,   but  of  this  there   is   no   certain   proof. 
Tlie  shell  which  struck  our  premises  was  fired 
at  tlie  S.  Beuto  battery,    and    nearly   all  the 
places  struck  were  more  or  less  in  line  with 
the  two  batteries    winch    jMOvuked    the   en- 
gaL;cnient. 

The  panic  tollowing  diis  unexpected 
bimliaidment  was  widespread,  but  owing 
to  the  early  hour  it  was  not  as  violent 
as  that  of  the  26th  ult,  All  the  principal 
business  houses  and  banks  were  promptly 
closed,  and  copies  of  the  tollowing  note, 
addressed  to  l\Ir.  Crashlcy,  were  rapidly 
circulated  among  the  ICnglish  commercial 
houses  of  the  city  :

According  to  iniormation 
subsequently  received,  the  insurgents  cap- 
tured the  I\Iaua  station  on  the  morning  of 
the  5U1  (>v  6th,  together  with  a  supply  of 
provisions  and  the  steamers  I'tiropolis, 
Ih'ii/o  JJdfii/is,  Priiuipc  and  D.  Coiitinho. 
L;iter  they  elTectod  a  landing  at  otiier  points 
along  the  coast  of  the  uj)|)er  ha)',  where 
they  cut  the  telegraph  line  and  alarmed  the 
railway  uilicials  into  a  suspension  of  tralTic.

In  Nictlieroy  a  general  eiigancnieiit  oc- 
curred between  a  part  of  the  licet  and  the 
land     forces.     Tlirougli     the     kin-lness    ol 
a  frientl,  who  personally  visited  the  place  and 
conversed  with  soldiers  and  lesidenls  we  are 
able  to  slate  that  the  Arma^L^o  as  far  back 
as  the  Laboratory,  is  in  the  possession  of 
the  insurgents,     'i'lie    larthest  point    occu- 
pied by  a  picket  of  the  land  forces,  is  a  p'lint 
in    die     road    (Rua    Santa    Clara)     ai     the 
Laboratory.     The  marines  frequenth' cuiiie 
over  the  hill  to  the    f_,aboratory  to    lire  on 
the  picket,  while   the  land  fi)rces  stationed 
in  an  entrenchment    in    Rua    da   (iloria, 
about    three  minutes  walk   fmm   the  fcrrv 
station,   make   it  a  practice  to  lire  on  everv 
launch  that   passes  between  tlie  ves,scls  and 
the  Armai;,\o  shops.     These  attacks  are  the 
cause   of  the    frequent     bombardments     of 
which  we  hear  so  inucli.     They  aie  gener- 
ally provokeil,  and  are  confined  to  an  elYorl 
to  disloilge  the  land   forces  galhcivd  at  the 
a|)]>inaclius   to    the   Arma^Ao.      As  for  die 
liestriictioii    lo  pro[)erty,  it  is  vc-ry  small  In 
conqiarisou    lo  the  vivid  descri|Uions  given 
in    the    press.      In    the    firing    on  S.ilunlav 
allernoon  the  Javary  and  iiujiiiilhira  usc'.l 
tlieir  large  guns,  and  further  d.image    must 
liave  been  eilccled  by  the  shells  fired  at  the 
small    battery  in  Rua   da    Gloria,     A  few 
shots  were  tired  at  the  fieet  from  Santa  Cruz 
and    Lage  during  the  firing  on    Nictlieroy, 
but   withtnit  elleet.     The    Sck  de  Sctcmhr^ 
is  still  aground  in  fVont    of  Nictlieroy,  [uul 
has  been  nearly  abandoned. 

Sunday  \vas  a  day  of  rest  and  peace  \y\\ 
all  sides.  Seeing  tiial  the  artillery  had 
been  removed  from  Castle  hill,  the  Trajano 
came  over  and  made  fast  to  one  of  ihe  man- 
of-war  buo}s  ill  front  of  Largo  do  Pa^o,  and 
was  an  object  of  intense  curiosity  all  day. 
There  was  considerable  activity  among  the 
steam  launches  of  the  fieet,  particularly  in 
connection  with  Fort  Villegaignon.  At 
night  considerable  curiosity  was  aroused  by 
the  circumstance  that  the  Gloria  search  light 
was  kept  steadily  on  Villegaignon,  as 
though  some  hostile  movement  were  about 
to  be  undertaken  at  that  point. 

The  surprise  of  Monday  morning  was  the 
white  fiag  of  the  revuUitiunists  Hying  over 
h'ort  Villegaignon.  It  was  known,  ol" 
course,  that  the  sj'mpathies  of  the  garrison 
WL;ri;  with  their  comrailes,  and  that  ifforced 
to  like  sides  they  would  most  probably  join 
tlie  fieet.  The  fort  includes  the  marine 
barracks,  containing  abiiut  700  men.  From 
guoil  aatliorilies  we  are  informed  that  It  is 
well  providuii  with  modern  gims  and  pos- 
sesses two  powerful  gims  on  the  parapet 
facing  the  liirbur  entrance. 

Having  maintained  ncutral;[\'  fur  over  a 
month,  in  s|-it(;  of  the  ellorls  on'  both  sides 
to  secure  his  adhesion,  ihc  public  liad  begun 
to  believe  tiiat  Admiral  Saldanh, I  da  Gama 
wfjuld  be  able  t')  niaiiitain  his  iiide|Dendence 
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fortifications  of  Ilha  (hs  Cobr.is,  the  Ilh;^ 
das  Enxadaa  naval  school  and  two  small 
naval  vessels,  tha  Libcrditdr  and  the 
Aprendiz  Mannhciro.  The  gain  is  a  most 
important  one  for  ilie  insurgents,  as  Ville- 
gaignon  is  only  throe-qiiarters  of  a  mile 
from  iht;  war  arsenal,  about  a  mile  from 
the  postonicc  and  li;ss  thnn  two  miles  from 
the  city  hall,  while  Ilha  das  Cobras  is 
separated  from  the  mainland  by  only  a 
narrow  channel  and  completely  commands 
the  water  front  at  the  marine  arsenal  and 
custom-house.  'J'he  addition  of  700  men 
to  the  fleet  is  also  a  factor  whicii  cannot  be 
ignoicd,  for  it  will  enab]e  ilie  insiir^'eiits  tn 
assume  the  offensive  at  poiniK  where  tliey 
have  thus  far  been  unable  to  land. 

From  early  morning  throug'ioi-it  the  day 
the  steam  lauiiches  of  die  insurgents  were 
busily  engaged  in  u-aiisfcrring  men  to  the 
vessels  of  the  licet  and  in  carrying  orders  to 
and  fro.  The  garrison  was  also  busy 
sttenglhciiing  ihe  walls  with  sand  bags, 
and  in  making  preparations  fir  the  im- 
pending duel  witli  the  other  forts,  It  was 
announced  that  a  bombardment  would 
occur  in  the  afterni^on,  and  a  warning  was 
sent  out  from  ihc  British  legation  to  that 
effect,  but  it  did  not  occur,  perhaps  because 
the  defen'^ive  preparations  were  not  com- 
plete. Many  business  houses  closed  at 
midday,  owing  to  an  impression  that  the 
city  might  sulTer  injury  from  the  bad  gun- 
nery of  Sania  Cruz, 

About  midday  on  M'uidiy  an  incident 
occurred  at  tiie  temporary  barracks  in  the 
Chaia  niaikei,  which  not  only  proves  the 
statemenis  made  in  these  columns,  but 
gives  cause  for  much  concern  as  to  a 
danger  much  nearer  and  more  terrible  that 
the  insurgent  fleet.  Two  battalions  of  the 
national  guard,  the  4th  and  loth,  occupied 
the  barracks  together,  and  lor  some  unex- 
plained reason  they  quarreled.  Instead  of 
having  it  out  with  their  fists,  they  began 
firing  upon  each  other  and  even  fighting 
with'  chibbed  guns.  A  great  part  of  the 
two  battalions  ran,  white  their  more  in- 
hiriated  comrades  fought  with  murderous 
desperation.  It  was  reported  in  the  city 
that  twenty  to  thirty  men  were  killed,  but 
the  Pdiz  mentions  only  six  men  wounded, 
one  of  which  died.  The  neighbors  and  the 
friends  of  the  men  state  that  a  considerable 
number  of  killed  and  wounded  was  taken 
awa)'  from  the  |)lacc.  There  was  a  great  alarm 
in  the  vicinity  and  along  the  Catlete  for  a 
time,  hut  order  was  soon  restored,  vh'as 
for  the  republic  were  given,  and  the  in- 
cident was  forgotten,  While  the  row  was 
in  iirogress  one  of  the  insurgent  launches 
steamed  over  from  Villegaignon  to  iiivc.s- 
tigate  and  fired  a  shot  or  two  over  the  pl;ice. 

'  On  Tuesday  (loth)  Vice-President  I'lo- 
riano  gave  us  another  surprise  in  the  shape 
of  an  electoral  manifesto,  advising  the 
country  thai  to-day  begins  the  canvass  for 
the  congressional  elections  of  the  30th,  and 
calling  upon  the  people  to  show  their 
patriotism  by  going  to  tlie  polls  and  voting, 
in  spite  of  the  insurrection  now  in  progress. 
The  advice  is  certainly  good,  providing  the 
elections  arc  free  and  the  people  are  pre- 
pared to  settle  all  questions  at  issue  intel- 
ligently and  finally.  As  it  would  be  wholly 
improper  to  carry  on  an  electoral  canvass 
during  a  state  of  seige,  it  is  presumed  that 
martial  law.  which  expired  yesterday,  will 
not  again  be  declared. 

The  prominent  incident  of  the  day,  iiow- 
ever,  was  an  artillery  duel  between  the  forts 
at  the  harbor  entrance  on  the  one  side,  and 
Villegaignon  and  a  part  01  the  fleet  on  tlie 
other.  Firing  began  about  4-45  P-'"-  ■'^"f' 
continued  until  about  6.30.  The  day  was 
cloudy  and  smoke  frequently  covered  the 
lorts  s'o  completely  that  the  cffect.'^;  of  the 
shots  could  not  easily  be  determined.  The 
Aqnidakin  went  much  closer  to  the  forts  on 
this  occasion, buther  firing  was  still  much  too 
high.  This  in  fact  was  the  fault  of  all  the 
gunners,  most  of  the  shots  from  the  heavy 
guns  rm  the  outside  forts  passing  completely 
over  \'illegaignon  into  the  anchorage 
beyond.  The  Javary  was  again  unman- 
ageable and  made  little  use  of  her  heavy 
"uns.  The  Trajano  kept  back,  as  usual, 
but  mau-^  good  use  of  her  splendid  guns. 
The  b'jsi  gunnery  of  the  day  was  ad- 
miticil  lo  be  ihai  of  Villegaignon,  which 
succeeded  in  pulling  several  shells  fairly 
within  Santa  Cruz.  One  shot  also  went 
through  the  walU  into  Lage.  The  Aqm- 
dahdu  received  a  solid  shot  against  her 
heavily  armored  side,  but  we  were  unable 
•to  find  out  lu  which  fort  it  belonged. 
Villegaignon,  also,  had  a  shot  just  under 
her  walls,  but  it  is  not  known  whether 
any  damage    resulted.     All  considered,  the 


waste  of  powder  and   ball  was  enormous, 
and  the  sitttation  remained  unchanged. 

As  we  go  to  press  the  report  is  current 
that  the  MarcU'w  Bias  slipped  by  the 
forts  night  before  last  and  is  now  safely 
within  the  hariior.  The  Cidade  do  Rio 
also  says  that  not  only  is  Desterro  in 
die  hands  of  the  revolutionists,  hut  that 
Col.  Serra  Marlins  was  brought  up  on 
the  Pailas,  landed  at  Sepetiba,  and  is  now 
a  prisoner  at  Santa  Cruz.  If  this  is  really 
true,  the  government  should  not  keep  the 
news  secret  a  moment  longer,  for  il  must 
soon  lie  known  to  every  one.

—The  Barra  Grande  fort  at  Santos  is  uow  armed 
widiScannon,  which  are  said  to  be  iu  good  condi- 
tion and  well  provided  with  ammunition.  On  the 
Barra  beach   il  cannon  have  also  been  mounted. 

—The  Barilode  Lucena  is  a  senatorial  candidale 
in  Pernnmbucn.  In  view  of  the  record  which  he 
made  as  minister,  it  would  he  eminently  wise  to 
keep  him  out  of  public  lifejust  a  little  while  longer. 

—It  is  repor(ed  from  Buenos  Aires  lhat  500 
Castilhistas  had  crossed  over  into  llie  Argentine 
province  of  CorrieiUes  to  escape  from  the  federal- 
ists. These  were  probably  Uie  fugidves  from 
Ilaqui. 

— At  (lie  senatoriaf  election  to  be  hehl  in  Minas

Americo  Loho,  whose  term  now  expires,  and  Dr. 
Antonio  Gon^alves  Chaves,  who  belonged  lo  the 
chamber  of  depulies. 

— The  steamer  P/iidins  .arrived  at  Victoria  on  the 
5th  inst,  from  Buenos  Aires  wi(h  a  cargo  composed 
of  180  beef  catlle,  200  sliec]),  40  hogs,  1,000  bales 
c>{  cayne  seccd,  5S6  bags  of  Indian  corn,  500  bags  of 
liour  and  lOo  iiags  of  bran.

—The  situation  across  ihe  bay  in  Nictheroy  has 
become  most  critical.  The  people  are  unable  to 
purchase  fresh  beef  as  tins  aiticle  of  food  is  re- 
s  erved  for  the  military.  Jerked  beef  is  scarce  ami 
dear,  as  are  beans,  farinha,  and  oilier  necessaries, 
The  country  furnishes  comparatively  nothing. 

—The  headquarters  of  the  5th  military  district 
has  been  transferred  to  Parnnagu.'i.  The  new 
commander  of  the  district.  Gen.  Argollo,  was  in 
Santos  on  (he  6lh  willi  his  slalT  and  it  was  said 
that  he  would  leave  (or  Taranaguii  on  a  chartered 
foreign  vessel.  It  is  not  slaicd  wfiy  the  head- 
quarters of  this  dfslrici  were  removed  from  Sanla 
Catharina. 

— Private  letters  from  the  towns  up  country  stale 
(ha(  provisions  are  becoming  scarce  and  very  dear. 
It  proves  what  we  have  so  often  observed  in  these 
columns  thai  Brazil  depends  largely  upon  the 
outside  work!  for  her  daily  food.  If  (here  were 
more  small  farmers,  the  producdon  of  food  crops 
would  be  increased,  and  the  coun(ry  would  be  the 
sironger  for  it. 

RIO  GRANDE  DO  SUE 

We  clip  Ihe  following  telegrams  from  a  Buenos 
Aires  exchange.  They  are  a  liltle  "mixed"  to  be 
sure,  hkewise  somewhat  contradictory,  hut  it  is 
possible  thai  they  may  not  be  wholly  destitute  of  in- 
formation. The  Uruguayana  dispatch  \\\  particular 
is  interesting,  from  which  we  learn  (ha(Gen.  Lima's 
fno(  cavalry  had  outmarched  Salgado's  "well-moun(- 
ed  forces"  and  killed  400  of  them. 

Artigas,  s6.— Saraiva  and  Salgado  are  retreating 
towards  Il)icuy,  pursued  by  three  columns  of  gov- 
erniiicnt  forces  commanded  by  Lima,  Machado  and 
Isidore. 

San  Eugenio. — On  Ihe  morning  of  the  a7[h  the 
town  of  San  Juan  Baptista  was  attacked  by  the  Fed- 
eralists and  defended  by  1400  men  under  the  com- 
mand of  Cot.  Cas(ro.  After  four  hours'  fighting 
the  Federalists  took  possession  of  the  town, 

Uruj^iiayana,  —  Pinlieiio  telegraphs  (hat  after 
(wenty  days'  hot  pursuit  of  Salgado's  forces  well 
mounted,  he  had  overtaken  them  at  the  Paso  Mari- 
no, and  killed  400  of  the  enemy.  Lima  and  Pin- 
heiro's  men  were  cavalry  on  foot,  but,  even  so. 
they  marched  much  fas(er  than  the  enemy  ou  horse- 
back. 

M^}ntcv!deo.—'\\\R  Federals  have  gained  two  im- 
portant victories  and  taken  the  town  of  Itaqui.  There 
were  many  kitled  and  woundeil,  as  is  usual  in  all 
batdes  fought  between  Brazilians.  The  Brazilian 
federal  committee  received  a  (elegram,  dated  Alvear, 
September  26,  stating  that  Generals  Saraiva  and 
Salgado  had  completely  routed,  near  Bagi^,  tlie 
government  forces  commanded  by  Lima  and  iMach- 
ado  !  They  captured  numerous  prisoners  and  a 
large  quantity  ol  arms  and  ammuuilion.  Tiie  enemy 
lost  200  men  in  killed  and  wounded.

— An  eMlra<n-dinary  general  meeting  of  the  Braiil 
Great  Southern  Railway  Compauy  was  held  at 
Winchester  House,  Loudon,  September  15th,  for 
the  purjioseof  confirming  a  resolution  authorizing 
the  directors  to  create  and  i<sue  debentures  pro- 
vidiug  for  the  payment  of  principal  sunn  not  ex- 
ceeding iu  Ihe  wliole  /■loo,ooo,  with  interest  at 
the  rale  of  6  per  cent,  per  annum,  such  ilebentiU'es 
to  cnnsdiule  a  charge  uiion  property  of  the  com- 
pany lor  Ihe  time  being,  subject  Only  to  the 
existing  mortgage  debentures  ol  the  company. 

—  It  seems  to  be  the  settled  purpose  of  the  tram- 
way companies  of  this  city  lo  make  Iravel  ns  incon- 
venient as  possible.  As  soon  as  the  passenger 
ti-altic  was  reiluced  by  the  exodus  from  the  city, 
they  pidmplly  reduced  (lie  number  of  trips,  thus 
coiiliniiing  llic  delays  during  certain  Iiours  of  the 
day  and  "cninpelling  passengers  to  stand  on  the 
footboards  as  before.  Il  appears  lo  be  the  idea  of 
these  managers  that  there  is  an  extra  proht  in 
overloading  their  tram-cars,  forgetting  that  the 
wear  and  strain  upon  their  animals  and  rolling, 
stock  will  more  than  counterbalance  the  gain  from 
extra  earnings  per  trip.

—Gen.  Estevao  Jos^  Ferraz,  ex-commander  nf 
the  national  guard  of  tlds  city,  is  a  caudida'e  for 
the  vacancy  in  the  senate  for  the  federal  district. 

—The  government  has  placed  a  search-lighl  at 
the  Ponta  do  Cajii,  tn  addition  to  those  located  at 
the  Gloria  and  tlie  liarbor  entrance. 

— The  past  mouth  has  given  us  a  good  object 
lesson  ill  regard  to  the  foreign  population  of  this 
cily.  The  streets  are  full  of  foreign  flags,  hoisled 
for  llie  purpose  ol  protection  in  case  of  disorder. 

—The  continued  rains  in  this  city  and  vicinily 
are  causing  much  comment.  It  has  been  many 
years  since  Rio  has  been  fivored  with  so  many 
rainy  days  at  this  season. 

—The  United  States  cruiser  hkxoark  left  New 
York  on  the  26lh  ult.  with  instructions  to  make  ihe 
voyage  to  Rio  de  Janeiro  in  about  15  days.  She 
is  due  here,  then,  either  to-day  or  to-morrow. 

—Another  death  ship.  The  Remus,  which  was 
repulsed  fromBra?,il,  has  arrived  at  Teneriffi,  liav, 
ing  had  123  cases  and  63  deaths  of  cholera  on  board - 
Humanity  sugges(s  there  is  something  at  fault  here. 
—Monleviden  Times,  Oct.  3. 

—Orders  were  issued  on  the  6lh  forbidding  any 
one  to  cross  the  bay  without  a  special  permit  from 
the  captain  of  the  port.  Ami  even  when  he  lias 
the  permit,  he  can  not  safety  make  the  trip  without 
permission  from  the  insurgent  squadron. 

—On  the  morning  of  ihe  7th  the  Pdiz  announced 
that  the  Vice-President  had  withdrawn  his  artillery 
from  the  hill  batteries  along  the  water  front,  Our 
information  is  lo  the  effect  that  many  guns  had 
been  simply  drawn  back  out  of  sight.

—It  was  reported  that  the  launch  Guntiysindo 
Saraiva  (fiX'Lucy)  had  been  disabled  inihe  figluing 
on  the  5th,  She  was  seen,  liowever,  on  tlie  next 
day  towhiga  lighter  loaded  with  coal. 

—On  Saturday  a  numher  of  drunken  sniiliers  ware 
seen  on  tbestreels.  Tliis  indicates  a  danger  whicli, 
in  our  opinion,  is  mtich  more  to  be  dreadod  than 
the  missiles  of  the  fleet. 

—The  executive  committee  of  the  federal  reinib.

—There  are  many  complaints  in  regard  to  the 
difficully  in  leaving  the  city  and  returning  to  it  or 
account  of  the  reslriclions  imposed  by  the  govern. 
ment.  It  would  be  well  for  the  government  to  reg. 
ulaie  this  service  properly  and  establish  clear  and 
practical  rules  on  the  subject,  so  that  people  may 
understand  what  they  have  to  do  and  not  be  sub- 
jected to  unnecssarv  annoyance  and  expense,  at  the 
pleasure  of  petty  officials . 

—One  of  the  daily  papers  says  that  a  public  car- 
riage driver,  having  found  a  percussion  shell  thai 
had  fallen  without  exploding,  and  considering  it  a 
dangerous  commodity,  resolved  to  make  assurance 
doubly  sure  by  burying  it.  He  accordnifily  made 
a  large  hole  in  his  back  yard  and  had  just  succeed- 
ed in  inducting  the  shell  therein,  when  he  was  so 
unfortunate  as  to  drop  a  hammer  on  it.  It  exploded 
and  he  was  severely  wounded  by  some  of  the 
pieces, 

—The  news  published  abroad  in  regard  to  oc- 
currences here  simply  appals  as.  Much  of  it  is  of 
course  manufactured  at  Buenos  Aires  from  rumor 
while  another  part  is  based  on  discredited  official 
telegrams.  On  the  141I1  ult,  a  DaUiel  telegram 
published  in  New  York  says  that  "a  fine  new 
building,  occupied  as  a  coffee  exchange,  was  con- 
siderabiy  damaged  by  a  shell  dropping  through  the 
roof  "  The  same  telegram  stated  that  the  princi- 
pal streets  and  squares  of  this  city  are  in  rums. 

—The  Buenos  Aires  reporters  are  having  a  high 
old  lime  o(  it.  Their  reputation  for  unbridled  im- 
agination was  already  great,  but  they  are  now  draw- 
ins  on  their  reserve  forces  in  a  style  which  eclipses 
theiT  best  efforts.  On  the  5lh  they  even  tele- 
graphed us  that  D.  Augusto  had  embarked  for  Bra- 
zil  on  the  French  packet  BrMl.  It  may  be  confi- 
dently expected  that  they  will  soon  have  D.  Sebas- 
tian himself  coming  up  out  of  the  unknown  depllis 
of  Africa  to  take  a  hand  in  the  conflict. 

—The  acting  minister  of  foreign  affairs  Dr.  Jom 
Felippe  Pereira  was  relieved  on  the  6th  inst.  of 
that  portfolio,  which  «as  given  to  Councillor  Car- 
los Augusto  de  Carvalho.  The  aiDpoin  ment  of 
the  latter  is  probably  an  attempt  of  President  Flo - 
riano  Peixoto  to  conciliate  the  conservative  classes.

The  German  consul  wishes  ub  to  correct  the 
statement  in  our  last  issue  ilint  a  notice  had  been 
posted  In  the  German  consulate  w,irning  German 
subjects  of  the  risks  and  advising  them  to  retire 
from  the  city.  The  consnl  says  this  notice  was 
not  posted,  but  that  the  advice  referred  to  was  sent 
out  privately  to  the  heads  of  the  principal  German 
houses  for  their  information  and  guidance.

But  it  ought  to  be  clearly  appi\renl  that 
Ihe  'wild  repoits  circulating  in  Europe  are  noihiug 
but  the  natural  outcome  of  the  policy  of  closing 
the  cable  to  news  dispatches.  All  these  mistaken 
reports  emanate  from  the  River  Plate  and  are  but 
little  better  than  the  vague  rumors  which  arise  no 
one  knows  where.  News  of  some  character  must 
be  sent  forward,   and   rumors  must  serve   the  dc- 

and.  It  is  needless  to  add  that  these  baseless 
rumors  are  doing  far  more  harm  than  any  regular 
news  dispatches  could  do, 

—On  the  6tli  an  American  citizen  residing  in 
this  city  went  to  the  central  police  station  for  a 
safe-conduct  as  he  wished  to  leave  the  city  for  a 
fewdays.  He  was  first  informed  that  he  must  secure 
a  requisition  and  was  directed  to  a  man  down 
stairs— preaumably  a  broker.  This  mnn  merely 
wrote  an  application  tor  the  safe-conduct  and 
signed  il,  tclusing,  however,  to  inehide  all  the 
places  in  il  which  the  American  wished  to  visit, 
lie  then  charged  5^000  (or  his  services.  The 
gentleman  demurred,  but  was  compelled  to  submit 
to  the  robbery,  or  give  up  the  trip.  His  passport 
was  treated  with  contempt,  and  with  the  observa- 
tion that  it  was  worthless— which  seems  to  the  case. 
Taking  his  requisition  up-stairs,  he  was  surprised 
with  a  further  announcement  that  it  could  not  be 
given  him  until  2  p.m.,  or  four  hours  later.  At  2 
p.m.  he  was  compelled  to  wait  half  an  hour  more 
and  then  he  received  a  prmted  form  containing 
seven  or  eight  written  words,  and  authorizing  him 
to  visit  but  one  of  the  places  mentioned  by  hiin  to 
the  broker.  Aside  from  the  insufferable  insolence 
shown  to  a  law-abiding  resident  whose  business 
compels  him  to  leave  the  ciiy  for  a  few  days,  this 
transaction  shows  a  dislionesty  and  disregard  of  the 
commonest  privileges  of  the  citizen  wliich  can  not 
be  condemned  too  severely.  Il  is  idle  to  expect  to 
win  the  support  and  good  will  of  the  people  tlirougb 
such  impositions  as  those.
